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PREFACE 

THE objects and plan of this work, together with the methods 
of investigation pursued by the transcribers and Editor, have 
been sufficiently explained in the Preface to Part I, and the nature 
of the documents selected for the purpose of the present volume is 
briefly stated in the introductions to the several sections. It is only 
necessary therefore to make a few general observations here on either 
subject. 

In the first place, it should be remembered that the ministerial 
and judicial Records which now occupy our attention instead of 
Charters, Writs and Letters, have not usually been considered worthy 
of a •* diplomatic " examination. When, however, such an examina- 
tion is applied, even in the slight degree that has been attempted 
here, the familiar Record assumes in many cases a very different 
character from that in which it has hitherto been regarded by the 
historical student. But it was not enough to have merely indicated 
a method of investigation. Some attempt to carry it out on a con- 
nected plan had to be made, although the undertaking was known 
to be beset with many difficulties. The unrecognized character of 
this branch of diplomatic study must furnish some excuse for the 
obvious artificiality of the design of this compilation. Its limitations 
also are considerable owing to the fact that the evolution of judicial 
procedure is a subject that still occupies the anxious attention of 
legal scholars and scarcely permits of trivial discussion for the 
information of lay students, especially as numerous formulas are 
given in classical editions as well as in recent histories of English 
Law. 

Under these circumstances it has seemed desirable to leave this 
professional subject to be dealt with on some later occasion. In the 
meantime, however, students of constitutional history and law will 
find many interesting formulas amongst the documents included in 
the present volume. They will also find, in an Appendix, three 
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vi Preface 

documents which have been carefully selected to illustrate the course 
of the actual procedure in certain forms of action and which are, 
in point of arrangement, of a novel and instructive character. 

It must once more be clearly pointed out that the personal or 
local interest of the documents themselves is not material to the 
objects of the compilation. At the same time considerable pains 
have been taken to present specimens of historical and constitutional 
value, with what success must be ascertained from the Table of 
Contents. 

Efforts have also been made to facilitate the perusal of the texts 
by means of modern punctuation, whilst certain combinations of 
Old French words have been indicated by apostrophes. It must 
be admitted, however, that the difficulties in the way of securing 
uniformity in respect of conventional extensions and mediaeval ortho- 
graphy have proved almost insuperable, whilst the practice of the 
mediaeval scribes themselves herein is notoriously irregular. This 
circumstance has prevented any consistent rendering of such letters 
as c and /; but it will be noticed that in the present volume the 
accented e (in imitation of the "tagged ^" of a more conscientious 
generation of mediaeval scribes) has been abandoned in deference 
to friendly criticism, whilst purely conventional forms like "Oxonia" 
have been tolerated for the same reason. 

The same students of the Seminar, promoted by the Committee 
of the Advanced Historical Teaching (London) Fund, have taken 
part in the transcription of the texts of the Second Part of the 
Formula Book, They join with the Elditor in expressing their sincere 
appreciation of the kind interest and assistance in their labours that 
they have experienced at the hands of the authorities of the Archives 
and of the London School of Economics with which the Committee 
for Advanced Historical Teaching has cooperated. They have also 
to express their sincere thanks to Mr C. Johnson of the Public Record 
Office for reading the Proofs, and to the Officials and Reader of the 
University Press for invaluable assistance.

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I. MINISTERIAL PROCEEDINGS 



A. ROYAL SURVEYS, INQUISITIONS AND 
ASSESSMENTS 

The very miscellaneous collection of official documents that have 
been grouped for the purpose of diplomatic study under the above 
heading will be found to follow, more or less closely, a general plan 
of official procedure. In the first place, we should expect to find 
an 'originating writ' in the shape of a royal precept, but this is often 
wanting in early documents or is replaced by a historical narrative or 
by an official heading. In some cases, such as inquisitions ex officio 
and judicial presentments, the Return is made without a special precept 
Secondly, there should be found, as an Appendix or schedule to the 
Writ, certain directions for the enquiry which in later times were given 
in the shape of * Articles' or * Chapters* (No. 57), but which may be 
compendiously expressed in a Forma Inquisitionis (No. 1 5 (^)) or recited 
in a mere preamble (No. 19). In other cases, however, these in- 
structions are given seriatim in the Writ itself (No. 41). This should 
also contain a direction as to the date and place of delivery of the 
Return, and a memorandum of execution was in later times more 
frequently endorsed upon the Writ by the returning officer with a 
description of the form and extent of the accompanying Return *in 
the Schedule' (No. 27). 

This Return, the third feature of an Inquisition, represents the 
verdict, recognition, or presentment of the Jurors whose names should 
form part of the 'Record.' Naturally the latter was of varying 
aspect and bulk, and it is known by various titles according to the 
subject of the Writ. For the purpose of the present compilation, 
however, these Records have been classified according to their 
Constitutional or Economic characteristics. Moreover an attempt 
has been made in at least one of the following sections to show the 
connexion of the actual Returns (which have usually been regarded 
as isolated Records) with related documents. In this way the 
student will be enabled to realize both the initial Ministerial 
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2 Select Formulas of 

Proceedings connected with individual cases and the sequel in the 
shape usually of Judicial Proceedings or even of a mere Statement 
of Account 

It will be easily realized that the arrangement of the following 
documents is intended to follow the broad outlines of the development 
of feudal taxation from the primitive theory of a royal revenue 
derived from the proceeds of royal estates, through the successive 
devices of the assessment of hides and ploughs and knights* fees, to 
the more scientific and general levy in the shape of a land tax and 
property tax based upon a tithe or other poundage. 

But the royal Inquisition itself may also be made to serve other 
ministerial purposes which cannot always be clearly distinguished 
from the well-known aspect of the 'original writ' as a judicial agency. 
Thus we have to deal with a large group of feudal inquisitions of 
a legal or constitutional character ; and we must find a place, in this 
section, for the most extensive and, in some respects, the most 
important class of ministerial Records — the Accounts of the Ex- 
chequer, — a continuous series of oflScial documents that reaches from 
the middle of the I2th century to the middle of the 19th. 

{a) Agrarian Surveys 

In spite of any variation in the constitutional and economic 
conditions which affected the Anglo-Saxon and the Prankish agrarian 
systems respectively, we might reasonably have expected to find 
some traces of a periodical agrimensuration in connexion with the 
administration of the royal domains in this country before the 
nth century. The failure to make any such discovery is possibly 
due to the non-survival of a collection of Old English royal archives, 
for the muniments actually preserved by certain churches do not 
afford any precise information on this point. Even the Anglo-Saxon 
law-books that were so carefully reconstructed during the Anglo- 
Norman period have not appended any formulas analogous to those 
which have survived amongst the Prankish capitularies. 

At the same time a few monastic surveys in the nature of state- 
papers may be found before the Norman Conquest, and one of these 
(No. 3)^ is clearly of the conventional agrarian type seen in the 
Prankish capitularies and reproduced in Anglo-Norman revenue-rolls 
or fiscal inquisitions (Nos. 52 and 15 {b)\ But, although we can

recognize the conventional formulas of an inventory of crops and stock 
in English Exchequer records of the late nth and I2th centuries, it 
is only with the series of 'Royal Extents' in the 13th century (No. 11) 
that we find a complete parallel to the survey of a Prankish imperial 
villa under the Carolingian dynasty, and the corresponding official 
formulas are found only amongst the Edwardian statutes * of uncertain 
date' (No. 10). 

The earliest documentary specimens printed here are therefore 
of a somewhat miscellaneous and disconnected character. The Writ 
enjoining the survey is not always forthcoming, nor are a Form 
or Articles of Inquisition necessarily found, the existing document 
being frequently in the form of an isolated Return. Finally it is 
important to remember that a close connexion naturally exists between 
the Agrarian Survey and the Fiscal Inquisition or the Account. Such 
a connexion may also be found to exist in the case of Feudal or 
Political Inquisitions in which the state of the agrarian economy is 
a special subject of enquiry^ 

I and 2. Capitulare de ViUis (807). — Chapter 62 of this well- 
known ordinance of Charles the Great contains an interesting * form 
of inquisition* for the survey of the imperial villas. It is not clear 
whether the formula of a hypothetical survey that follows is actually 
connected with the above precept, but in any case the group of 
formulas from which it has been selected possesses an independent 
value. This survey is closely related to an inquisition printed below 
(No. 14), but we are concerned here with the agrarian aspect of the 
subject. The striking resemblance between this inventory of stock 
and those met with in English 12th and 13th century Accounts 
(No. 52) will be easily noticed. 

3. Survey of the Manor of Beddington (901 — 8). — Apart from 
the vexed question of the authenticity of the Winchester Cartulary, 
it is evident that the diplomatic composition of this charter is open to 
suspicion in its Latin form. On the other hand, the Anglo-Saxon 
version preserves a preferable reading of the stock entry, and if the 
document is to be accepted as a contemporary transaction this may 
perhaps be the true form. This Old English version should also be 
compared in respect of the description of the stock and crops with 
the 1 2th century Account for the bishopric of Lincoln printed below

(No. 52 {c)\ and with the early 13th century Account Rolls of the 
church of Winchester itself (No. 52 (a)). 

4. Extent and Hidage (jOfflow Hundred) of Burton Abbey (1004)* 
— A later Burton hidage list will be referred to in another connexion 
(No. 18 (a)\ but here attention need only be called to the royal 
promulgation of the alleged extent of the estates of the Abbey as 
conveyed by its benefactor's will. A survey of land in these primitive 
terms may be regarded as in keeping with the system of * hidation ' in 
this periods 

5. Survey of Whittlesea-mere (1022). — This 'Charter' is another 
official promulgation of the extent of the holding of a religious house 
and may be regarded as an interesting local variant of the con- 
ventional Anglo-Saxon Extent. It will be seen from other local 
inquisitions (Nos. is(^) and 53) that the value of such fisheries was 
considerable. ^ 

6. The Peterborough Survey (c. 1 125). — Reference should be made 
to Mr Stapleton's edition for the circumstances under which this 
Extent was made. It may be compared also with the earlier Prankish 
surveys on the one hand, and with the Christchurch survey of nearly 
a century later on the other. It will be gathered from Nos. 7, 9, 1 1 
and 13 that it was usual for an Extent and Inventory of stock to be 
prepared on the occasion of an escheated estate being committed to 
the custody of a minister of the Crown or even of an exchange or lease 
effected by a subject. 

7. The Canterbury Survey (121 1). — This Inquisition should be 
compared with the preceding document (No. 6), and both are closely 
connected with the feudal inquests which combine an agrarian 
Extent with a statement as to feudal liabilities (Nos. 35 and 36). It 
is of interest on account of its early date and the archaic form of the 
enquiry. 

8. An Extent to ascertain the Valor (c. 1250). — This is the 
simplest form of an agrarian Survey, although it may be regarded 
as an exceptional expedient which was more frequently resorted to 
in later times for feudal purposes. 

9. The Ospringe Extents (c. 1240). — These interesting Extents 
have apparently been preserved by being accidentally copied into the 
Testa de NevilL The originating Writs have not been traced, but the

inquisitions were evidently connected with some local manorial enquiry 
in the middle of the reign of Henry III. The judicial aspect of these 
inquisitions is the subject of a separate document (No. 79). from which 
it would appear that the enquiry was made by means of Articles 
which were apparently administered to the jurors in the manor court. 
This procedure is of interest as an anticipation of the conventional or 
statutory Articles issued at a later date (Nos. 10 and 36 ; cf also 
No. 57). 

ID. Extenta ManeriL — This reputed Statute is well-known as 
a mediaeval agrarian Formular and affords an instructive comparison 
with the Carolingian models previously referred to (Nos. 2 and 14). 
It should be further compared with the Formular for royal Escheats 
preserved in the Annals of Burton (No. 36). An example of an 
Extent made on these conventional lines will be seen in the case 
of the document immediately following (No. 11). Reference may 
also be made to the conventional forms of an agrarian Account 
(No. 52), and Stock-lease (No. 13 (V)\ showing the several assets of 
the manorial economy (cf. also No. 62). 

11. Extent of the Manor of Pishobury (1296). — This may be 
regarded as a typical agrarian Survey, including a separate Return 
as to the state of the buildings and the stock found at a certain date. 
An interesting memorandum made at the Exchequer is appended to 
the Record, describing the circumstances under which this manor was 
committed to the custody of a royal keeper. 

12. Survey of Holkfiam Commons (1584). — This * Special Com- 
mission' is one of a type commonly found in the i6th and 17th 
centuries, and it may possibly have served a political object akin to 
that of theTudor and Stuart inquisitions relating to inclosures (No. 68). 
Mr H. Gray of Harvard University has kindly identified this Survey 
with an Original plan still preserved at Holkham {Report of Hist. 
MSS. Com., Var. Coll. iv. 321). The preparation of a plan in con- 
nexion with a royal survey is a special feature of these Records in the 
1 6th and 17th centuries. 

13. Extent and Stock-lease of an English farm by an Alien Priory 
(1298-9). — Several interesting Extents of lands in England are pre- 
served with the muniments of continental monasteries. In the present 
case the foreign archives actually supply particulars respecting a 
certain manor which were purposely omitted in the contemporary 
Extent among the English Records owing to the fact that it was let 
to farm.

(i) Assessments on the Hide and Plough, 

14. Carolingian prototypes (812). — It has been usual to compare 
the formula of a Prankish Polyptique with that of Domesday Book 
(No. 15), but the famous survey of the Abbey of St Germain (ed. 
B. Gu^rard) is analogous rather to the Boldon Survey or the Domes- 
day of St Paul's. The formula of the valuation of a feudatory's estate 
given here should be compared with that given in the previous section 
(Nos. I and 2) and with the 13th century Extent (No. 11). Por the 
procedure connected with the Return made to the Prankish imperial 
precept cf. Annates Hincmari s. a. 869 {M, G, I. 481). 

15. Domesday Book and its Satellites (11th — 13/A centuries). — An 
attempt has been made here to present specimens of the Domesday 
MSS. indicating the relationship between the several codices as well as 
the several stages in the composition of the MSS. Whatever may be 
the real relationship between the Ely Inquisition and the Exchequer 
Record, the Writ (a) and Porm of Inquisition (^) preserved in the 
former MS, are of real value as indicating the diplomatic procedure 
in the case of the main Exchequer Survey. Specimens have been 
given of the several Returns {c) found in the Cambridgeshire and Ely 
Inquests as well as in the * Exon. Domesday/ followed by the corre- 
sponding entries in the Exchequer Domesday, volumes I. and II. 

16 — J 8. Geld Inquests, Breviates of Domesday, and Hidage Books 
(i Uh and 12th centuries). — Brief extracts are given here of these com- 
plementary and supplementary 'satellites' of Domesday. The nature 
of the first of these has been well explained by Dr Round, and it is 
only necessary to observe in respect of the others that the device of a 
Breviate can certainly be dated back to the 12th century, whilst the 
analogous Hidage list is, perhaps, of even greater antiquity. It may 
be noticed that the Worcester Hidage (No. 18^) is not actually derived 
from the Exchequer Domesday, as stated in the rubric and generally 
believed, but from the official ' Breviate' (K. R. Misc. Bk. No. i). Por 
the origin of the Burton list reference must be made to an earlier 
document (No. 4). A general resemblance will be found in the 
formulas of the whole group, based upon the notation of the geldable 
hide. 

19. The well-known Inquisition contained in the 12th century 
*Winton Book' is noticed here in order to call attention to the 
existence of a royal as well as an episcopal census. The former. 
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which alone concerns us here, preserves the King s writ in a narrative 
form with a notice of the sworn recognitors. 

20. Carucage (1198 — 1220). — An interesting discussion of the 
origin and terminology of this fiscal levy will be found in the English 
Historical Review (III. 501), where the whole subject has been ex- 
haustively treated by Dr Round, who first identified the fragments 
from which this specimen has been selected, together with the judicial 
proceedings (No. 20, ii.) which form a sequel to the assessment. In 
the case of the later Carucage of 1220 (No. 21, iii.), the Return is seen 
to take the general form of an Account. 

21. Local assessments (1273). — Although the nature and extent 
of the local taxation within the Hundred are still obscure, many 
fragments of early assessments have survived {Studies, p. 292 n, 5). 
Reference should also be made to another class of documents in which 
the formula of this Return is not infrequently found (No. 57).

(ii) Assessments on the Knights Fee, 

22 — 25. Inquisitions of Knighfs Service ( 1 2th and i ith centuries), — 
The constitutional and fiscal character of these documents has been 
exhaustively described by Dr Round. For No. 22 reference should 
also be made to the essays of Professor Haskins and Mr Powicke^ 
It will be noticed that, in No. 24. an attempt has been made to recon- 
struct the lost writ of 1 166 from various recitals of its tenor in the 
body of existing Returns. The diplomatic construction of these docu- 
ments is sufficiently explained by the arrangement adopted here. 

26 and 27. General Assessments based on the Knights Fee (13th 
and 15/A centuries). — The. Aids granted in the 12th century by non- 
military tenants, and in the 13th by all classes of tenants (No. 26)1 
constitute an expedient that was resorted to at times during the whole 
period of the feudal tenures. Their form resembles that of purely 
military assessments, but the application of the principle of assessment 
on the Knight's fee to later taxation in the nature of a Parliamentary 
Subsidy could produce a somewhat incongruous result (No. 27).

(iii) Assessmetits on the Value of Property, 

28 — 30. Parliamentary Subsidies ( 1 297 — 1 3 1 6). — Three specimens 
have been given here to illustrate the procedure, in respect 61 Assess- 
ment, as well as the formulas of these technical documents. In the 
case of the first (No. 28) the proceedings printed in the Rolls of 
Parliament have been merely arranged to indicate their diplomatic 
sequence with the addition of a unique fragment of the Assessment in 
question. In the second case (No. 29) an interesting and partially 
unpublished sequence of documents relating to an Assignment of the 
Fifteenth of 1301 in the nature of a Mutuum^ has been given to 
illustrate the tortuous imperial finance of the Edwardian period. To 
these another specimen of parliamentary taxation (No. 30) has been 
added from a published source. 

31 — 33. Ecclesiastical Assessments. — It is generally considered 
that the *Saladin Tithe' of 11 88 initiated the new system of an 
Assessment by way of poundage which has prevailed since the latter 
part of the 1 3th century. In any case the prevalence of a Tenth is 
very noticeable, whether for lay or ecclesiastical taxation. In the case 
of the two famous Records under notice, an attempt has been made to 
indicate the procedure involved by the collection (No. 31). It was 
decided, however, to select the episode of the later Taxation of 13 18 as 
affording a more instructive diplomatic sequence than that of 1291. 

The sequence of documents connected with the Inquisitiones 
Nonarum (No. 32) deserves careful inspection as it brings out 
the fact that the printed Returns may be supplemented with advan- 
tage from modern discoveries (p. 60 note), whilst the relationship 
between the Inquisition {b) and the Indenture {c) has scarcely been 
sufficiently appreciated. An original account {d) is appended to 
complete the procedure.

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The famous valuation of ecclesiastical benefices at the date 
of the Reformation (No. 33) resembles that of Pope Nicholas 
(which it forthwith superseded) as being a fiscal assessment for the 
purpose of a tithed The diplomatic interest .of the sequence of 
documents connected with this Record is perhaps inconsiderable, 
but they present vernacular formulas and the texts cannot be easily 
distinguished in the printed volumes.

33. The Valor Ecclesiasticus (1535). 

{a) Act of Parliament directing a Valuation of Ecclesiastical 
Benefices, 

And it is ordeyned and enacted by auctoryte aforesaide that the 
saide yerely rent and pensyon shalbe taxid, rated, levyed, perceyved 
and payed to the Kynges use, his heires and successours, yn maner and 
fourme hereafter to be declarid by this Acte, that is to saye ; that the 
Chauncelour of Englande for the tyme beynge shall have power and 
auctoryte to dyrecte ynto everie Dyoces yn thys Real me and yn Wales 
severall Commyssions yn the Kynges name under his Create Seale, 
aswell to the Archebusshoppe or Busshoppe of everie such Dyoces as 
to suche other parsone or parsones as the Kynges Highnes shall name 
or appoynte, comaundynge and auctorisinge the said Commyssioners 
,so to be named in everie suche Commyssion, or iij of them at the 
leaste, to examyn serche and enquyre, by all the wayes and meanes 
that they can by their dyscrecions, of and for the true and just hole 
and entyre yerely values of all the manours, londes, tenementes, 
hereditamentes, rentes, tythes, offeringes, emolumentes and all other 
profittes, aswell spirituall as temporall, apperteyninge or belonginge to 
any Archebusshopriche, Busshoprich, Abbacye, Monasterie, Priorie, 
Archdeaconry, Deanry, Hospitall, College, Howse Coll^yate, Pre- 
bend, Cathedrall Churche, Collegiat Churche, Conventuall Churche, 
Parsonage, Vicarage, Chauntrie, Frechappell, or to any other benefice 
or promocion spirituall within the lymyttes of their Commyssion; 
withe a Clause to be conteyned in everie suche Commyssion that the 
said Commyssioners, or iij of them at the leaste, shall deducte and 
alowe yn the makynge and ratinge of the saide yerely values of the 
premisses these deduccyons folowinge and none other, that is to saye; 
the rentes resolute to the chief Lordes, and all other annuall and 
perpetuall rentes and charges whiche any spirituall person or persones 
ben bounden yerely to paie to any person or persones to their heires 
or successours for ever, or to gyve yerely yn almes by reason of any 
foundacyon or ordynaunce; and all fees for Stewardes, Receyvours, 
Baylyffes, and Auditors and Synodes and Proxis; withe an other 
clause to be also conteyned yn everie suche Commyssion that the said 
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Commyssioners, or iij of them at the leaste, shall certifie under theyr 
scales, at suche dayes as shalbe lymytted by the said Commyssions, 
aswell the hole and entiere value as the Deduccyons aforesaid of 
everie Archebysshoprich, Bysshoprich, Abbacye, Monasterie, Priorie, 
Archdeaconrie, Deanry, Hospitall, College, Howse Collegiate, Prebend, 
Cathedrall Churche, Collegiate Churche, Conventuall Churche, Par- 
sonage, Vicarage, Chauntrie, Frechappell and of all other benefices 
and promotions spirituall.

Instruccions devysed by the Kynges Highnes by the advyse of his 
counsaylle for knowlege to be had of the hole true and juste yerely 
values of all the possessions, maners, londes, tenements, hereditaments 
and proffets, aswell spirituall as temporal!, apperteynynge to any maner 
of dignyte, monasterie, priorie, church collegiat, church conventuall, 
parsonage, vicariage, chaunterie, fre chapell or other dignytie, office, or 
promocion spirituall within this realme, Wales, Cales, Berwyk and 
Marches of the same, aswell in places exempt as not exempt, which 
his pleasure is that such as shall have charge by his Commission to 
survey the same shall effectually with all uprightnes & dexterite 
folowe and ensue as they wull answer unto hfs magestie at theire 
perells. 

Fyrste yt ys ordeyned that severall Commyssions shall be made 
unto every dioces, shire and place within this realme and into Wales 
\etc^ where it shall pleas the Kyngs highnes to lymyte and appoynte 
and to such nombre of personnes as shall please his Magestie to 
assigne, and that to every of the same commyssioners theis Articles 
assigned with his Gracys hande shalbe annexed. 

Item, that the Comniissyoners, after the sight of the Commission 
with these Artycles annexed, shall first sende for suche and so many 
of the bushoppys and archideacons, scribes and ministers within the 
lymytts of ther Commission as they shall think mooste convenyent for

just yerly values of all the said dignities \etc^ may playnly and dis- 
tinctly appere, without any maner concelament thereof, usyng them 
selfes after the order, maner and forme as in thes Articles next ensuyng 
ys mencyoned and declared, makyng a playne boke therof after the 
auditors' fashyon. accordyng as shalbe expressid in the last of the said 

articles under written 

Item, finally after the true and juste yerely values of all the 
dignities, benefices, offices, cures and other promocions spirituall 
afore rehersed, examyned and known, then the said Commissioners 
to whome Commission shalbe directed shall cause to be made a fayer 
boke, after the auditours' fashyon, putting first in the hed thereof the 
name of the archbushoprick or bushoprick where the Commission ys 
directed, yf the see be within the lymytts of ther Commission, and the 
hole and entire yerely value thereof, lyke as before ys mencyoned in 
the Article concernyng the same, with the deduccions to be resolute 
that ar mencyoned in the said Article and none other ; and then next 
after that to putt the name of the cathedrall churche or monasterie 
where the see of the archebushopricke or bushopricke ys, and the 
nombre or namys of all such dignities \etcl\ which be in succession in the 
said cathedrall churche or monasterie, and aswell the hole and entire 
yerely value of the said Cathedrall churche or monasterie as the 
particuler yerely profitt that belongeth to every of the said dignities, 
\etc^ in the same, with the deduccions to be resolute oute of the same 
as ys mencyoned in the Article above specyfied concernyng the same ; 
and then next after that to put the nombre and names of every archi- 
diaconry and denry rurall within the lymytts of ther commission and 
in whose dioces or jurisdiccion they be and their severall and particular 
yerly values and deduccions lyke as is mencyoned in the article con- 
cernyng the same ; and next after that to put every colleige, churche 
collegyate {etc^ under the title and name of the denery rurall where 
colleges \etc^ lyen and ben foundyd and theyr severall and distinct 
yerly values, with suche deduccions as ys above mencyoned in the 
Articles afore written concernynge suche dignities \etc^ and the nombre 
and names of all suche prebendys, dignyties \etc!\ what so ever they be 
in any the said colliges, churches \etc^ and ther distinct severall and 
yerly values, as afore declared yn the said Articles. So that always 
under the title of every denry rurall ther be conteyned all suche 
dignyties \etc^ where so ever they lyen or byn in the denry where 
they ben founded and edefied. And yf any of them be out of the 
lymytts of all denryes, then so to putt them by their selfys rehersing 
ther names and the placys where they lyen and in whoys dioces and 
jurisdiccion with ther hole values and deduccions as ys afore lymyted 
added to every of them distinct by them selfys.

(c) Feudal Inquisitions 

The Inquisitions grouped under this conventional heading are such 
as may seem to relate more especially to the royal prerogative (if we 
may use such a loose expression) in the shape of claims to certain 
incidents of feudal tenure, and to the sole enjoyment of the ancient 
forests, together with a traditional control over matters of public 
policy. 

In the former category we have documents relating to Reliefs, 
Escheats, Dower, Distraint of Knighthood, the duties of Serjeants, 
Regards of the Forest. In the latter class specimens are given of 
processes relating to Lunatics and Encroachments. 

A few remarks are needed in respect of the diplomatic character 
and relations of the several specimens. In the case of the earliest in 
date (Nos. 34 and 35) the conventional sequence of a Writ and 
Return will not be found. The Formular for Escheators (No. 36) has 
already been referred to in connexion with Agrarian Surveys 
(No. 10). Amongst the miscellaneous Inquisitions connected with 
Escheats those for * Proof of Age* (No. 39), Homage (No. 40), 
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'Taking the Veir (No. 41) and 'Assignment of Dower' (No. 42) 
afford interesting variants of the familiar Inquisition Post Mortem 
(No. 37) and its supplemental form (No. 38). Similarly the sequence 
of the proceedings connected with Distraint of Knighthood (Nos. 
43 — 45), and their distribution, are of considerable interest. It is by 
no means certain, however, that an actual Inquisition was taken to 
supply the information in the Return of the last of these documents. 
The case of David le Lardiner the King s Serjeant (No. 46) will be 
found also noticed elsewhere (Nos. 37 and 73). For the Forest 
Inquisition (No. 47) this text is chiefly indebted to Mr Turner's 
scholarly edition of the Forest Pleas (Selden Society). The distinc- 
tion between 'Lunatic' (No. 49) and 'Non compos mentis' (No. 48) 
is apparently an actual diplomatic variant. The ministerial uses of 
the Inquisitions Ad quod dampnuni (No. 50) and Ad quod noaimentum 
(No. 51) have been referred to in the previous volume (pp. 26 and 59).

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B. ROYAL ACCOUNTS 

The conventional Account naturally differs in its general aspect 
from other Records, although in certain cases it may assume the 
shape of a narrative document or may be incorporated in a Record or 
State Paper (No. 54^). Again the Account itself may be described 
under a title derived from the subject-matter with which it deals, and 
thus we speak familiarly of ' Subsidies * and * Assessments,' of a 
Taxatio and a Valor (Nos. 28 — 33). So too, special titles are applied 
to presentments of Account, such as 'States' and * Views' (Nos. 53/ 
55 (ii) ^» 55 (iiO)» * Imprests,' ' Estreats,' * Assignments* and the like. 

It should be noticed also that, although the construction of the 
conventional Account is apparently uniform, the theoretical com- 
position of certain forms, such as the Pipe Rolls, frequently differs 
from the actual practice observed in individual cases. The normal 
Account should, however, consist of the following parts or clauses : 

1. The Heading or Title, containing the name of the accountant 
and the date and place or subject-matter of the Account. 

2. The Charge (a statement of the Arrears, Receipts, or Imprests, 
which are to be accounted for, with their 'sum'). 

3. The Discharge (a corresponding statement of the Paying in, or 
Re-payment, or of the authorized Disbursements and Expenses made 
or incurred by the Accountant, with their ' sum *). 

4. The Balance (ascertained by subtracting the * sum ' of the 
Allowances from the 'sum' of the Charge) proving the Accountant to 
be quit or indebted or possessed of a surplus as the case may be. 

It may be remarked, however, that originally the 'Paying in ' was 
noted in a separate clause {Liberatio) inserted either between the 
Receipts and the Disbursements or in the statement of the Balance. 
The outward form of the Account is equally important for deter- 
mining the classification of this group of Records. Thus we are able 
to recognise certain distinctive classes, which may perhaps be arranged 
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according to the successive stages through which the Account passed J 
from its first inception to its final acceptance. 

1. The Sub-Accounts or other subsidiary docunients from which 
the Original Account was compiled. 

2. The Original Account (with 'Particulars'), presented for Audit 

3. The Enrolment of the original Account, as a Record of the 
Audit. 

4. The * State ' or ' View ' or ' Parcels ' of the same, for depart- 
mental purposes. 

5. Compilations based on the Account for statistical purposes or 
for official reference. 

Finally, it should be noted that the Account itself is to be regarded 
as a Return to a royal writ or other warrant which usually takes the 
form of a Commission or Precept appointing the Accountant or 
authorizing his disbursements subject to account at the Exchequer. 
At the same time it must be remembered that the form of the 
Account itself is also to some extent affected by the subject with 
which it is concerned. Thus in the class of Revenue Accounts the 
Charge or Receipt side is specially developed and the Allowances or 
Disbursements are comparatively insignificant leaving a large balance 
to be paid into the Treasury or accounted for by the fact that the 
Collector has honoured * Assignments ' made upon his funds in favour 
of some importunate royal debtor (cf. No. 29). On the other hand 
the Accounts of executive officers, like those of the later * spending 
departments ' of the State, merely acknowledge the receipt of large 
sums * imprested ' or advanced from the Exchequer or Wardrobe, the 
disbursement of which is accounted for in great detail. 

The antiquity of the royal Account is a subject of purely con- 
stitutional or economic interest, and few materials for its history 
exist in this country before the 12th century. Nevertheless the 
conventional form of the Account was recognized in the early days of 
the Prankish Empire\ and it can at least be traced in the records of 
the Anglo-Norman Exchequer during the greater part of the 12th 
century (No. 52). 

From that date to the middle of the last century the conservation 
of these fiscal methods forms one of the most striking features of our 
national Records. But although the general system of the Exchequer 
remained practically unchanged from first to last, the clerical style 
of the Account underwent great changes in the early part of the i6th 
century.

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In order to illustrate the evolution of the official Account, 
sequences of main and subsidiary forms (Nos. 52 — 55) have been 
prepared to illustrate the practice that prevailed during the earlier 
and later periods of the history of this country. (Cf also No. 59.) 

It will be noticed here that the earliest Accounts are in the usual 
sequence of an Original Account, as rendered yearly, with its Sub- 
sidiary documents, and the official Enrolment of the former at the 
Exchequer at first in the Pipe Roll and, after the 42nd year of 
Edward III, in a continuous series of Foreign Accounts. During 
the Tudor and Stuart periods, however, the sequence comprises a 
Subsidiary Account, now known as a 'Ledger Book,' a Declared 
Account (of which the Pipe Office duplicate only is printed here) and 
brief Exchequer enrolments in the ' shape of certain * States ' and 
• Views^' 

No specimens of the very extensive class of departmental certifi- 
cates and statements of Accounts, for the modem period, have been 
printed here for the reason that these are either mere memoranda, or 
are in the nature of statistical compilations. Similarly no attempt 
has been made to illustrate the purely departmental system of the 
Exchequer for the purposes of the audit. A good account of this 
practice will be found in Mr Scargill-Bird's Guide, whilst some in- 
formation on the subject of special forms of Account such as the 
Debenture, Indenture, Estreat, Valor, Inventory, Assessment, Subsidy, 
Taxation, Imprest, etc., will be found in this or in the former volume 
of official formulas. 



(i) Royal Accounts (i2Th Century) 

Although the Norman method of accounting at the Exchequer • 
based upon the system of the Abacus was evidently in use from the 
early part of the 12th century and was preceded by a still earlier 
method connected with the levy of the geld in the nth century, 
no specimens of Royal Accounts have survived previous to the 
13th century with the exception of the enrolments known as the Pipe 
Rolls and mere lists of figures contained in a few fragments of 
Exchequer memoranda*. Similarly narrative compoti, such as the

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famous Account of Richard de Anesti, do not furnish us with the 
conventional forms of an Account A specimen has been printed 
here (No. 52 {aj) of a Minister's Account which, though derived from 
a private source, and an enrolment of later date than the year 1200, 
can be shown to be in the same form as Bailiffs' Accounts of the 
1 2th century^. To this have been added two specimens of the 
Exchequer Revenue Rolls of that period, and it will be observed that 
the items of the Receipt Roll (No. 52 ^) agree with the corresponding 
entries in the great Pipe Roll itself (No. 52 r). The latter, moreover, 
exhibit the same plan of construction as that found in the Winchester 
Bailiffs' Account of 1208, and it must be insisted that a very similar 
Account must have been rendered at the Exchequer in 1185 in con- 
nexion with the Lincoln bishopric enrolment printed here'. 

(ii) Royal Accounts (13TH— 15TH Centuries) 

The Account of the Keeper of the Queen's liberty of the Forest 
of Feckenham in the 43rd year of Edward III has been selected quite 
at random as a type which seemed likely to comply with the 
exigencies of the present section in respect of space. This ' liberty ' 
was one of many similar franchises in other counties administered by 
bailiffs, and, as in other cases, it was closely connected with the ad- 
ministration of the Forest and of the royal manor, under the charge 
of a separate accountant. 

The typical documents of the present sequence should include the 
Queen's commission for the accountant's office, but this is not ap- 
parently preserved either as an original or an enrolment. Its loss has 
been supplied by using the original commission for a kindred office, 
that of the Keeper of the Queen's Liberty of the Forest of Chippen- 
ham at the same date (No. 53 (a)\ The Particulars of the Feckenham 
Account {b) would have been compiled from certain sub-accounts, 
corroborated by various precepts and vouchers (c\ In the present 
instance, however, the meagreness of the Account, which was so 
desirable for reasons of economy of space, precluded the preparation 
of such subsidiary documents. This void has, however, been supplied 
by the fortunate survival of numerous vouchers appended to the 
closely-related Account of the bailiff of the Manor of Feckenham

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together with some for earlier Accounts presented by the Keeper of 
the Liberty of the Forest itself. Most of these are badly mutilated, 
but the whole series furnishes us with a graphic picture of the local 
administration. 

As in the case of other bailiffs of this Queen's * Liberties ' the 
receipts of forfeited goods might be diminished not only by bad debts 
{c (i)) but also by the Queen's warrants releasing poor debtors from 
their * Lady's ' feudal claims. There exists such a warrant for John of 
Leicester, the present accountant, to forego the Queen's claims to the 
chattels of a poor outlaw, and another desiring him to expend the 
issues of fines imposed by the Justices (an 'Estreat* of which is 
annexed) in the repair of houses and the enclosure (clausturd) of the 
Park. The latter undertaking is illustrated by several interesting 
documents. By a warrant of the i6th year the Park was to be sur- 
rounded with a ditch and quick-set * hedge' and the work was to be 
paid for by periodical sales of underwood. The result was found in 
the 38th year to be so unsatisfactory that a paling was to be added, 
the timber being found from the Queen's forest 

These successive operations involved the exchange of indentures 
between the farmer, the bailiff of the liberty, the surveyor of works 
{c (ii)) or the Ranger of the Forests, and the keeping of detailed Ac- 
counts (c (iii)). Next to the enclosure of the Park the preservation of 
the * Lake ' seems to have been the chief concern both of the farmer 
of the forest and the bailiff of the Liberty. Warrants were issued for 
this stew to be * fished ' during Lent and the proceeds, up to the value 
of £20, to be expended on the repair of buildings and of the lake itself. 
Another indenture was taken for this purpose between the Queen's 
fisherman and the local officers, but it appears from a forest inquisi- 
tion of the period (T. of R. Forests, 319) that the former was accused 
of 'lending' his nets to local poachers, including a neighbouring rector, 
and these offenders actually figure in the Estreat of fines above referred 
to. It would seem that when the resources of the forest, under-wood, 
and the fishery were temporarily exhausted the bailiff of the liberty 
was even directed by the Queen's warrant to sell a certain grange and 
other buildings to defray the cost of the perennial 'operations*.' 

Amongst these subsidiary documents there are also included a few 
that were directly connected with the official audit of the original 
account including besides the expenses of the local audit at Fecken- 
ham by the Queen's surveyor {c (ii)), the 'View' of a sub-accountant's

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* State * of account, and a formal petition or * craving ' for allowance 
of certain particulars. 

The several stages in the audit of an Account at the Exchequer 
itself are partially illustrated by the concluding documents in this 
sequence. A complete series of instruments representing the several 
stages of the Process of the Exchequer would occupy a very con- 
siderable space and, moreover, the local account originally selected for 
illustration was not one that required the close attention of the officials. 
The detailed Audit of the Accountant in question was takeit, as we 
have seen, upon the spot and its result probably figured in the amended 
particulars of the original Account (b). Some other record, however, 
was probably compiled in connexion with the administration of the 
Queen's revenue, but this, like the entry of her warrants, no longer 
exists. In the case of the King's own revenue, such Original Accounts 
were enrolled in a distinct series of enrolments, the 'Foreign Ac- 
counts' gradually thrown off by the great Pipe Roll since the 
Ordinances of the Exchequer under Y,A^^x^i\\(^Red Booky pp. 860, etcf ; 
but the manors or liberties allotted for the Queen's dower were not 
brought to account here. In the exceptional case, however, of the 
Accounts pending at the death of Queen Philippa, a special enrolment 
was provided known as the Account of the 'Queen's Lands,' and this 
has supplied the typical form of an Enrolled Account (d\ The final 
audit and enrolment of these ' Particulars ' is of course found in the 
Worcestershire account of the Pipe Roll itself {g) reduced to the form 
of a brief entry. But before this was completed various formalities 
had to be gone through. The Sheriff's Account begins with the 
Summons of the Pipe (^), to which, from the earliest times, the first 
draft of the Account was appended as a schedule, though only a few 
fragments of these Summonses have survived before the reign of 
Henry VI. The successive stages of the Proffer and View of the 
Account, the appearance of the Sheriff at the Exchequer, the 
appointment of his attorneys, the day given him to account and the 
precepts of the court issued from time to time in connexion with 
outstanding debts and other business are noted amongst the Ex- 
chequer Memoranda (/). No entry occurs for this year in the 
Exannual Roll which provided a distinct enrolment of * desperate 
debts' under the statute of 12 Edward I, these being forthwith re- 
moved from the Pipe Roll. In spite of this provision it will be noticed 
that debts continued to be entered in the Pipe Roll. No extracts 
have been given here from the important Receipt Rolls and Issue

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Rolls of the Exchequer of Receipt, since at this date the former series 
have ceased to display the operations of the local bailiwicks in con- 
nexion with the Pipe Roll which have been demonstrated elsewhere 
(No. 52), and the latter series is not brought into operation by the 
nature of the Account under consideration. 

The sequence of mediaeval Accounts described above has been 
chosen to illustrate the combined procedure of the local Minister's 
Account, the quasi-departmental system of enrolment in the Foreign 
Account, and the audited Account on the Pipe Roll. A further 
sequence, however, appeared to be required to illustrate the system 
employed in connexion with the Revenue and Household Accounts, 
particularly such as came within the sphere of influence of the 
King's Wardrobe, constantly encroaching upon the functions of the 
Exchequer. 

For this purpose an attempt has been made to illustrate the re- 
lations of an interesting statement of Account presented in diplomatic 
form amongst the * Royal Letters ' (No. 54 (^)), and up to a certain 
point the date and circumstances of this transaction have been 
elucidated. Owing, however, to the loss of most of the subsidiary 
documents during this early period, it has been found necessary to 
supply their place from later Records, but this composite example 
may be instructive both as to the actual condition of the Records and 
also as indicating the antiquity of the departmental system which 
was revised by the Statute of 16 Edward II. 



(iii) Royal Accounts (i6th— iqth Centuries) 

The later system, represented by the Declared Accounts above 
referred to, begins with the reign of Henry VIII and shows a con- 
siderable improvement in official methods. Here the Particulars of 
the Account are carefully entered in 'Ledger Books,' which are 
merely Paper Accounts in book-form. These when presented for the 
purpose of Audit were engrossed in duplicate for the information of 
the Pipe and Audit Offices of the Exchequer in a Parchment and 
a Paper Roll respectively. The original Account (^), as here set out 
in a formal style, will be found to embody all the material evidences 
connected with the business in hand, including a recital, frequently 
verbatim, of the Accountant's commission. Moreover, instead of 
serving as a subsidiary Account to a concise official enrolment as in 
previous examples (53 b and 547), the Original Account itself was

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audited or 'declared,' and was then preserved, in duplicate, as the 
main record of the proceeding. Thus an enrolment was merely 
needed for departmental purposes, and this again was preserved in 
duplicate, namely, in the * Enrolled Accounts * of the King's Remem- 
brancer's department (55 ii if)) as well as in the Lord Treasurer's 
Remembrancer's 'Memoranda RolP.* In the last years of the 17th 
century still another series of enrolments came into action on the 
Treasurer's side, namely the Auditors' Declarations of Accounts, but 
these were apparently reserved for a special class of revenue returns. 
It should, indeed, be noted that the accepted belief that the Declared 
Accounts were habitually 'registered' in these Auditors' 'Declara- 
tions' as well as in another series of Auditors' 'States of Accounts' 
appears to be scarcely justified. The former series existed only 
between 1686 to 1767 and the latter between 1776 to 1856, and 
both were strictly limited in their application. 

The above system of 'Declared Accounts' prevailed from the 
reign of Henry VIII to that of George IV. Shortly before the great 
reforms of the years 1 833 — 34, a further change was introduced which is 
illustrated here by a final specimen of Hanaper Accounts(55(iii)). From 
the year 1827 the duplicate Rolls of ' Declared Accounts' gave place 
to a series of ' Declared ' or ' Passed ' Accounts in book form. Here 
again subsidiary or rough Accounts are found, together with a depart- 
mental enrolment in the Kings Remembrancer's Office which had 
survived the great Exchequer sessions. Here too we meet with a new 
class of enrolment previously referred to in the shape of the Auditors' 
* States of Accounts ' which presents us with the modern and char- 
acteristic view of an enrolment reduced to a common form to avoid 
repetition, whilst the subsidiary papers are now separately filed and 
are referred to by a mere cross reference. 

The publication of a form of a Hanaper Account for the period 
subsequent to the year 1827 is simplified by the fact that of the 
several sources mentioned above the ' Declared Account ' and the 
King's Remembrancer's enrolment would be found to be exact dup- 
licates of the Original Account, on paper, with its accompanying 
vouchers or subsidiary documents, whilst the Sub- Account would 
preserve the form of a chronological Journal or Day Book which 
had obtained for at least six centuries. As, however, all the above 
sources are closed to public inspection for this late period with the

only has been given here as representing the exact form of the corre- 
sponding Accounts in the Audit Office and Treasury Series, with the 
exception of the Auditors' * State of Account,' which would now be 
reduced to a brief entry, and the Hanaper comptrolment which has 
been represented in a former sequence (No. 55 (")*)•

C POLITICAL OR STATUTORY INQUISITIONS 

(i) Administrative or Remedial Inquisitions 

56. The Inquest of Sheriffs (i 170). — The interest of this measure 
for the present purpose lies, first, in the appearance at a very early- 
date of certain Articles relating to ministerial misgovernment, which 
are reproduced in the Chapters of the Eyre and the Hundred Roll 
group of inquisitions, and, secondly, in the apparent survival of 
Some fragments of the Inquisition itself. It will be observed that 
the first four Articles refer to separate Chapters of inquiry, a dis- 
tinction which is emphasized in the last Article (13). Other Articles 
(6, II, 12) relate exclusively to Crown business including the certifica- 
tion of homage (cf Nos. 22 and 40) and even the state of the stock in 
the royal domains. 

The original Returns above referred to, which contain the Inquisi- 
tion taken in several Norfolk baronies * per terras baronum,* appear to 
relate chiefly to the Inquisition under Article 2, though incidentally 
information is received regarding another Article (6) concerning the 
Marriage Aid of 1168. It is noticeable, however, that the Articles 
as preserved make no reference to Scutage which is the chief subject 
of these fragments. 

This inquisition should be carefully compared with the 'fiscal' 
articles of the Assize of Northampton (1176). 

57. The Hundred Rolls, — The origin and relationship of these 
familiar inquisitions have not perhaps been clearly understood by 
many students who have made use of the abundant constitutional 
and economic information supplied by the Exchequer and Chancery 
Records which are grouped under this title. Full particulars of the 
existing Inquisitions will be found in Mr Scargill-Bird's Guide, 
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From the specimens printed below it will be observed (i) That there 
are three distinct Inquisitions dated 1255, 1274, and 1 279, respectively. 
(2) That each of these is connected with a special Writ and Articles 
of Inquisition, whilst traces of a Forma Inquisitionis and the names of 
the Jurors may also be found. (3) That the information contained in 
the Returns for individual Hundreds is frequently duplicated in the 
verdicts of neighbouring Hundreds or Vills or Liberties. Thus the 
returns relating to Brill given below (Nos. 57 (b) and (e)) should be 
compared with the Returns printed on pp. 25 sq. and 46 of the 
Rotuli Hundredorum. To take the case of a particular manor, the 
notices of Swanboume given below from pp. 21, 37 and 335 of the 
Record may be supplemented by entries on pp. 27, 42, 45, 47 and 
338. (4) It would be found that the existing Inquisitions are very 
incomplete, particularly that for 1279. Thus we have no Return for 
Brill or for the old Hundred of Ixhill in that year, and the related 
entry given below is from the Return for the old Hundred of Mursley. 
(5) It will also be noticed that each of the above Inquisitions, and 
especially those of 1 274 and 1 279, is connected with further proceedings 
against officials guilty of misconduct and lords who have encroached 
upon the domains or regalities of the Crown by alienations or claims of 
private franchizes. These proceedings, which are also connected with 
special statutes \ were apparently carried out by means of supplemen- 
tary Articles based upon the results of the Inquisitions of 1255, 1274 
and 1279'. The connexion of the further judicial proceedings with the 
Hundred Rolls is indicated by the specimens given below. (6) It will 
be easily perceived that there is a general resemblance between the 
Articles of the Hundred Rolls and those contained in the Chapters 
of the Eyre printed below (No. 70) as well as with the special 
Inquisitions relating to grievances (No. 61) and Escheats (No. 36), 
With regard to the individual construction of the Inquisitions pre- 
served in the Hundred Rolls it will be noticed that the Articles of 
1255 may be reconstructed from the text preserved in the Annals of 
Burton (p. 337), which it will be instructive to compare with the 
actual Inquisition for Stafford printed at p. 1 14 of the second 
volume of the Hundred Rolls, The variation in the number and 
order of the Articles administered in the several Hundreds seems in 
fact to have varied greatly. The return for Brill is fairly complete, 
and although the Articles concerning purprestures and claims of 
liberties are omitted here, they are supplied from the related Hun-

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dreds. It would seem that the normal type of these Articles closed 
with the enquiry respecting defaulters at the inquest. In some 
counties, however, a number of supplementary Articles respecting 
forest customs and other matters appear and these also may have 
been relegated to a further inquisition De Ministris, which formed 
part of the proceedings in 1258 (No. 61). These were clearly differ- 
entiated after the next Inquisition of 1274 in the shape of Articles 
*De transgressionibus (or excessibus) impositis ministris Regis ac 
aliis* (No. 57 v) and this enquiry is heard of again during the State 
Trials of 1289 — 93 (No. 63). 

The Inquisitions of 1274 recorded in the Hundred Rolls are 
practically a resumption of the incomplete proceedings of 1255 on a 
still larger scale ; but if many repetitions and resemblances are found 
there, the variations are also noticeable. It will be seen that the 
Articles printed in the Rotuli Hundredorum (I. Intro.) as a Schedule 
to the Writ of Inquisition omit a number of Articles respecting the 
conduct of ministers which were administered in some of the Eyres 
(e.g. Lincoln). The separate enquiry between 1274 and 1279 respect- 
ing the 'ministers' has been referred to above and the proceedings 
are partly preserved in the so-called * Extract Roll, No. 4' and in 
the contemporary Assize Rolls (No. 57 v). The Hundred Rolls 
of 1279 are chiefly concerned with extents of rights and liberties 
in every Hundred, and these in turn form the subject of judicial 
proceedings recorded in the so-called Quo Warranto Rolls (No. 57 iv). 
But as early as 1255 a special enquiry on this subject had been held 
before the Justices Itinerant (No. 57 i (^)) and are commemorated in 
several existing fragments. 

Reference has been previously made to the enquiries relating to 
the Abbot of Woburn's Manor of Swanboume in the Hundred Rolls of 
1255, 1274 and 1279 as well as in the Quo Warranto Rolls in which 
however, as is so frequently the case, no definite result is recorded, 
though a full report of the proceedings which ensued at a later date 
will be found in the Chancery Rolls\ 

58. Kirkby's Quest (1284-$)- — The history and sources of this im- 
portant and obscure Inquisition are well described in the Prefaces to the 
official edition (Feudal Aids I and iv); but besides the several stages 
of the ministerial Inquisition (a — e) the judicial proceedings conse- 
quent thereon should also be noticed. These are contained in a

fragment of a roll of the commissioners' * Hearing Notes* (/), and in 
the formal judicial pleadings during their Eyre {g). These isolated 
documents are especially interesting as containing references to the 
Tallies which were a special subject of the enquiry. It would seem 
that these were entered in a separate Roll. The Articles of Inquisi- 
tion vary considerably in the several versions that have survived as will 
be seen from a comparison of the List for Dorset printed in Feudal 
Aidsy Vol. I., with those preserved in the Peterborough Chronicle (b), 

. 59. The Trial of the Pyx ( 1 660), — An assay of the coinage, for the 
purpose of maintaining the standard, was practised at the Exchequer 
in the 12th century and this official inspection was accompanied by 
formalities which have been perpetuated in the well-known ceremony 
that has survived to our own times. The procedure observed here is 
not, however, recorded in any series of Exchequer documents before 
the reign of James I. In the sequence given below it will be noticed 
that the place of the mediaeval Writ or Letter is taken by a Treasury 
Warrant, the return to which is in the form of an Inquisition or 
* Verdict * whilst there is also a narrative Processus, Certain sub- 
sidiary documents relating to the arrangements made for the Trial 
will also be found, including Indentures for the custody of the * Trial 
Pieces * and Accounts of the expense of * working ' the same. 

These 17th century * Trials' are preserved in a somewhat irregular 
fashion, as a series of paper documents, which are usually duplicated 
and which are also entered in books, amongst the Records of the 
King's Remembrancer s Department. The Warrants, however, should 
also be entered amongst the Treasury Records where other documents 
might perhaps be found, and the same remark applies to the Records 
of the Mint and the muniments of the Goldsmiths' Company. The 
Accounts above referred to were probably once preserved in a 
separate series and they are also stated to have been enrolled on the 
Lord Treasurer's Memoranda Roll (J\ but they are not now found 
there though they are represented in another quarter by the ' Declared 
Accounts' of the Mint. 

(ii) Confiscatory or Punitive Inquisitions 
60. Terrae Normannorunt et Britonum (13th century). — Inquisi- 
tions of the lands of these and other foreigners, who were technically 
the English King's enemies since the loss of Normandy in 1205, occur 
at various dates in the Testa de Nevill and other Feodaries of the 
13th century ^ usually in the form of disconnected and undated lists.

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In the present instance a copy of the Writ of Inquisition is fortunately 
prefixed to the Return. 

61. The Inquisitions of 1258. — In spite of the constant attention 
that has been bestowed upon the constitutional episode preserved in 
the Provisions of Oxford and the related documents, no attempt 
seems to have been made to discover the Inquisition of grievances 
conceded by that measure. That the enquiry was of a very com- 
prehensive nature we know from the Articles copied by Matthew 
Paris, who has also preserved the original Writ for Hertfordshire (b). 
Another specimen (presumably for Staffordshire) is given in the 
Burton Annals, 

No trace of the original Inquisitions can now be found with the 
exception of a single notice of their preservation in the 14th century, 
in a certain chest. This interesting entry (d) occurs in Bishop 
Stapeldon's 'Kalendar' compiled about the year 1323. It will 
be remembered that two further constitutional documents are con- 
nected with this Inquisition, namely the Proclamation of October, 
1258 (Formula Book I. No. 70), and the Ordinance of March, 1259 
{Foedera, I. 381). 

62. Inquisition De Rebellibus (1265-6). — These Records are con- 
nected with the settlement, following the Guerra or Turbatio Regni 
of the years 1264 — 66, which was accomplished by the Dictum de 
Kenilworth (c). The object of the present sequence is to show the 
relationship between the Inquisitions of 1265 (^ and 6) which have 
been recently arranged and classified amongst the * Chancery 
Miscellaneous Inquisitions,' and the well-known Record of the paci- 
fication of loyalists and rebels alike by legal process which has 
been published in the Rotuli Selecti (d and e\ A complete com- 
parison between the ministerial and judicial Inquisitions is difficult 
owing to the imperfect state of both collections, but it will be seen 
from the extracts of the two Inquisitions printed below {d and /) 
that, in some cases at least, the later Inquisitions are merely based 
upon those of the previous year. 

63. The Trial of the Judges (1289 — 93).— A good account of the 
causes and method of this judicial enquiry will be found in the 
Introduction to the cases edited by Professor Tout and Miss Hilda 
Johnstone (Camden, 3rd sen Vol. IX.). 

Although the form of the Return is that of Judicial pleadings it 
will be noticed that the Commissioners were properly Auditores 
querelarum. For their status cf. Abbreviatio Placitorum^ p. 287. 
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64. Inquisition of Templars' Corrodies (1309). — This document is 
taken from a Record which is substantially complete in itself though 
it can be amplified from parallel sources. The * process/ originated by 
a commission of enquiry (a\ includes the Pleadings in which certain 
original documents are recited, and these, which constitute the Inqui- 
sition taken for the purpose of verifying the date and nature of the 
alleged corrody, can be recovered from the original Extents (b, c). 

65. Inquisition of the Contrariants' Lands (1322). — In this case 
the Commission {a) and Writ of Inquisition {b) are not recited in 
connexion with the Extent (r) and have been recovered from the 
enrolments. There is a distinct Account (d) relating to the subject 
of the Return, which is connected with an extensive series of originals 
and enrolments. 

66. Extent of A liens' Lands and Goods ( 1 295). — These Inquisitions 
had the same object as the preceding, but are connected with the 
French wars from the latter part of the 13th century. The title 
usually applied to them, * Accounts of Alien Priories,' is a misnomer, 
since they refer to individuals and to laymen as well as to the foreign 
houses of religion. Moreover their form is that of an Inquisition, the 
Return to which merely serves the purpose of an Account. For their 
connexion with Agrarian Surveys see No. 13. 

67. Proceedings relating to the Statute of Labourers (1355). — The 
nature of these proceedings has been exhaustively described by Miss 
B. H. Putnam in the monograph cited below. Apparently the 
Record in most, if not in all of the cases recorded in the Assize Rolls, 
has been preserved as a result of the process of Certiorari, In the 
specimen given below the Record is made up as follows : 

1. Opening of the proceedings. The Commission of the Justices 
recited. 

2. The summons of the Jury. 

3. The presentments of the Jury. 

4. The arraignment of the Defendants. 

5. Their admission to fine and bail. 

6. In many cases further proceedings on writs of Exigend or 
Supersedeas will be found on the Record. The process of levying the 
fines and other matters connected with the administration of the 
statute are fully described in the work above cited. 

68. Inquisitions of Depopulation (1517 — 18). — The Act (a) of 
1490 (4 Hen. VII, c. 19) penalizing the destruction or wilful decay of 
dwelling houses and consequent conversion of tillage to pasture was

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the first of several measures directed against this social evil in the 
course of the i6th century ^ Offences against these statutes were 
punished by the temporary forfeiture of half the profits of the soil. 

Effect was given to the Acts of 1490 and 15 15 by a Commission 
issued in 1517 (^) by virtue of which an extensive Inquisition was 
held (d) according to certain Articles of inquiry {c). Apparently, 
however, the returns made to this Inquisition were in some cases 
unsatisfactory, and a new Commission (/) was issued, after due 
proclamation (e\ in 1518, for certain counties, if not for all previously 
visited. The original Returns (^) made to this Inquisition have 
only been discovered for two counties (Northamptonshire and Bedford- 
shire). 

As soon as the Returns for each of these two Inquisitions were 
received in the Chancery, Subpoena or other summons was at first 
issued to require the appearance of the offenders. The usual pro- 
cess however seems to have been a writ of Scire Facias (K) return- 
able by the Sheriff. On appearing, the defendants either made 
Answer (/) admitting the facts found in the Inquisition and entering 
into Recognizances to repair the decayed messuages^ or petitioned 
for a stay of proceedings, or joined issue on the question of facts'. 
In the former event, after due certification* of accomplishment, a writ 
of Supersedeas {j) might be issued from the Exchequer, for stay of 
proceedings either temporarily or finally, or the Statutory Pardon* 
might be invoked (k\ In the case given below a characteristic 
sequel is found in further proceedings instituted a few years later 
(/. m). 

The manuscript relations of this interesting group of Inquisitions 
can now be more clearly elucidated from the sequence of documents 

* The commissions of 151 7 and 15 18 were apparently followed by further proceedings in 
1526. A new commission was issued in 1548 and several ineffectual provisions were instituted 
under Philip and Mary and Elizabeth previous to the great commission of 1607. For the 
texts and description of these proceedings see I. S. Leadam in Transactions R. Hist.

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printed below owing to the recent discovery of certain fragments of 
missing Records. These have a special interest, since the Returns 
of 1 5 18 for two counties only (as we have seen) have been preserved. 
Moreover the case selected here will not be found either in the 
Inquisition of 15 17, published by the Royal Historical Society, or in 
the Original Returns of 1518 preserved in the Record Office. The 
text of both these Inquisitions has been restored in this case from the 
Exchequer Memoranda Roll, whilst the heading of the 1 5 17 Inquisition 
has been also restored from the Original Returns. The Commission 
of 1 5 18, which is not entered on the Patent Roll, has not before been 
printed. The note of the further proceedings in 1526 has been dis- 
covered amongst the membranes of the 15 17 and 15 18 Inquisitions. 
For the Documents relating to the later Tudor Inquisitions, reference 
should be made to the works of Prof. Gay and Mr Leadam and for 
the Inquisition of 1607 to Dr Prothero's Documents (3rd ed.) p. 470.

were licenced to depart untill they should retorne to give up their 
verdict together with the said severall indented standard peices of gold

who there upon departed accordingly. 

The 7^^ day of 7t>re 1660 the Jury aforesaid resorted to Goldsmiths' 
Hall, and the better to enable them to proceed in the said worke it 
was then agreed that M^ Mason should receive soe much silver of 
M^ Alderman Backwell as would make y^^ w' of fine silver & soe 
much gold [as] would make iii^*^ w^ of fine gold towards the pay""^ 
wherof hee received of the company the summe of 70/. 3 j. yd, which 
remayned in their hands upon makeing of the standard peices of gold 
& silver in the yeare 1649 & C/. more he was to receave out of the 
Treasury by warrant from the Lord Treasurer. 

Afterwards the x^^ day of the same 7^'' M'' Mason delivered in fine 
gold to the Jury 39 oz 10 dwt 12 graines & in fine silver 75 oz 3 dwt 
18 graines. 

Whereupon the sd Jury proceeded in the further execucion of the 
said businesse & finished the same upon the 19^*^ day of S*^"" 1660, upon 
which day they resorted to Whitehall & then & there they delivered 
up their verdict & accompt, together with the thre standard peices of 
gold & silver, unto the Right Hono^^® the Ld High Treasurer of 
England, who approved theirof, the same being divided and indented 
according to their oathes formerly taken in that behalfe; the true 
modells whereof are described in the leaves of this book next after 
the entry of the verdict, the tenor of which verdict followeth in theis 
words, viz^:

this realme for sustenance of man ys greatly decay ed....Wherfore the 
Kyng our Soveraigne Lord, by th'advyse and assent of the Lordes 
Spirituall and Temporall and the Commons in this present parliament 
assembled and by th'auctorite of the same, ordeynyth stablyssheth and 
enacteth, that all suche townes, villages, borrowes and hamlettes, 
tythynges, houses and other enhabitations in any paryshe or parysshes 
wythin this realme, wherof the more part, the first daye of this present 
parliament, was or were used and occupied to tillage and husbandrye 
by the owner or owners therof for their synguler profit, availe and 
lucre, wylfully, syth the said first daye, be or hereafter shalbe sufTred 
or caused to fall doune and decaye, wherby the husbandry of the said 
tounes, vyllages, boroughs, hamlettes, tythynges, houses and enhabita- 
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tions and parysshes wythin this realme bene or hereafter shalbe 
decaied and tourned from the seid use and occupacyon of husbandry 
and tyllage into pasture, shalbe by the seid ouner or ouners, their 
heires, successours or assignes or other for theym, within oon yere 
next after such wylful decaie, reedified and made ageyn mete and

And yf any person 
or persons do countrarye to the premysses or any of them, that then 
ytt be leafull to the Kyng, yf any suche landes or houses be holden 
of hym immediatlye, after office or inquisicion founden thereof com- 
prehendyng the same mater of recorde, or to the Lordes of the fees, yf 
any suche landes or houses byn holden of theym immediatlie, withoute 
office or inquisicion therof hadde, to receyve yerely half the valewe of 
the yssues and profittes of any such landes wherof the house 01 
houses of husbandry be nott so mayntenyd and sustayned.

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D. JUDICIAL INQUISITIONS. 

The documents included in this section have been selected from 
several classes of Records with the sole object of illustrating the 
various types of judicial procedure in the form of Inquisitions as 
opposed to actual Pleadings. Even so, the selection is necessarily an 
arbitrary one, and special attention has naturally been given to the 
constitutional aspect of the subject. Perhaps the most important 
documents in this series are those connected with the Eyre, for 
judicial or fiscal business (Nos. 69 — 71). Of these the Old and New- 
Chapters of the Eyre (No. 70 c and d) are derived from a manuscript 
source that is possibly unique, and it will be noticed that the sequence 
of documents given here includes, besides the abbreviated Chapters, 
extracts from the actual Presentments made before the justices. To 
these have been prefixed specimens of the instruments by which the 
Eyre was instituted and proclaimed (No. 70 a and b\ It will be 
noticed that the conventional form of the *01d Chapters of the 
Eyre' which may be found between 1194 and 1254 undergoes con- 
siderable change during the second half of the 13th century, and the 
connexion between this innovation and the Political Inquisitions of 
that period, beginning with the Hundred Rolls of 1255, has been 
referred to elsewhere^ A comparison on the one hand of the con- 
ventional * Chapters of the Eyre*/ with the * Chapters ' printed below 
and, on the other hand, with the Articles of certain of the Political 
Inquisitions referred to (Nos. 56, 57, 58, 60) will be found instructive. 
These conventional forms of political or judicial presentment may 
be also adapted to some particular occasion, as in the case of the 
later Special Commissions of the Tudor period (No. 12) or the judicial 
commission printed below (No. 72) which has reference to certain 
statutes as well as to local requirements. It will be noticed that this 
document comes apparently from the same source as the * Chapters of

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the Eyre* for Surrey, a source which should be noted by local 
historians since there are no returns for this County amongst the 
Edwardian Hundred Rolls. 

It has been previously mentioned (pp. 2 and 128) that no clear 
division can be made between the classes of Ministerial and Judicial 
Records, and this observation is confirmed by the discovery amongst 
the Chancery Miscellanea of the original Inquisition which is recited 
in the Pleadings of a case^ recorded in the York Assize Roll (No. 73) 
and which has been already noted in another connexion (Nos. 37 
and 46). 

The remaining documents printed below (Nos. 74 — 80) are of a 
more formal and commonplace nature, but here we notice another 
aspect of the judicial inquisition (No. 74) and a Special Commission 
(No. 75) not unlike the political enquiry into the judicial scandals of 
an earlier date (No. 63). The presentments of the Coroner's jury 
(No. 76) are also closely allied to the procedure of the Eyre. 

The Writ De odio et atia with its Return (No. TJ) is given here as 
a good specimen of the class of 'Criminal Inquisitions' which has 
recently been differentiated. 

In the concluding numbers examples will be found of proceedings 
in specialized (No. 78) or local Courts (Nos. 79, 80).

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SPECIMENS OF JUDICIAL PLEADINGS. 

The limitations of this section have been explained in the Preface and it is 
only necessary to mention the provenance and significance of the three documents 
printed below. Of these the first two are derived from the same source, the 
Chancery *Placita' which have preserved many interesting relics of judicial procedure 
in connexion with cases certified into the Chancery by writs of Certiorari. Under 
these circumstances it seems to have been the rule for a sequence of * original* 
and * judicial' writs filed in the case, with the official returns and precepts endorsed 
thereon, to be annexed to the transcript of the Record from the *Roll of the term 
and year,' and it has been suggested^ that the Record itself may have been com- 
piled from these memoranda during the earlier mediaeval period. In any case 
this aspect of the subject is of considerable interest. The several stages of pro- 
cedure during the 'Issue term' and * Trial Term* can be easily distinguished^. 

In the case of Head v. Butler (No. i) the action for trespass and assault is 
originated, not by a Chancery Writ, but by a *Bill of Middlesex,' a form of privi- 
leged procedure. In the writ process and official minutes noticed above, the 
substance of the Pleadings after the Appearance of the parties, and the Medial 
Judgment upon the Issue joined (iii and xi) can be clearly distinguished; but the 
proceedings are considerably amplified by the verba Curie introduced in the 
Record of the Term and Year (xii) and even during the Trial Term the at- 
tention of the Court seems to have been chiefly occupied with the necessary 
formalities for securing the attendance of the Jury and the appearance of the 
parties (iv — x). The Final Judgment of the court and the steps taken by the 
plaintiffs to appeal against the Verdict are noted only in the inrolled Record (xii). 
The proceedings on Appeal, which are displayed in the same form, as well as the 
writ of Certiorari for bringing up the Record of this case, are omitted here owing to 
the exigencies of space. 

In the case of Gunwardby and others v. Windsor and others (No. 2) the pro- 
cedure in a possessory action for taking an assize of Novel Disseisin is similarly 
displayed by the juxtaposition of the original instruments and the final Record, and 
in this form of civil action the difficulties of making an effectual return to the

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original and judicial writs are enhanced by the necessity for the attendance of the 
Recognitors and the appearance of the defendants, and by the intervention of 
private franchizes as well as by the intimidation of individual jurors. The con- 
clusion and sequel to this case are also elucidated by Chancery enrolments. (Gz/. 
Pat Rolls 4 Hen. IV, p. 250.) 

The third specimen printed here (No. 3) illustrates the law's well-known delays 
in the case of a petitory action which, it will be seen, was protracted for eight 
years and then left undecided*. The Placitum de Ludlowe was evidently an 
important case although no mention of it seems to be made in legal or local works 
of reference. As a curiosity of the Records this compilation is as interesting as 
the famous 'Account' of Richard de Anesti's lawsuit '. Here (as to a less extent 
in the preceding cases) exigencies of space have made the abbreviation of proper 
names and places essential.
